war on 
bedbugs

ARLINGTON, Va. The 

federal government 
is waking up to what 
has become a grow- 
ing nightmare in many 
parts of the country— a 
bedbug outbreak. 

The tiny reddish- 
brown insects, last seen 
in great numbers before 
World War II, are on 
the rebound. They 
have infested college 
dorms, hospital wings, 
homeless shelters and 
swanky hotels from 
New York to Chicago 
to Washington. 

They live in the 
crevices and folds of 
mattresses, sofas and 
sheets. Then, most 
often before dawn, 
they emerge to feed on 
human blood. 

Faced with rising 
numbers of complaints 
to city information 
lines and increas- 
ingly frustrated land- 
lords, hotel chains and 
housing authorities, 
the Environmental 
Protection Agency 
hosted its first-ever bed- 
bug summit Tuesday 

Put on by an EPA’s 
federal advisory com- 
mittee, the two-day 
conference, which drew 
about 300 participants to the Sheraton Crystal 
City Hotel in Arlington, Va., will provide the 
agency with advice and recommendations. 

“The problem seems to be increasing and it 
could definitely be worse in densely populated 
areas like cities, although it can be a problem 
for anyone,” said Lois Rossi, director of the 
registration division in the EPA’s Office of 
Pesticide Programs. 

And the EPA is not alone in trying to deal 
with the problem. An aide to Rep. G.K.

The 
appleseed-sized 
critters also have 
developed a 
resistance to some 
of the chemicals 
on the market. 

The pesticide 
management 
industry will 
be pushing for 
federal funding 
for research 
into alternative 
solutions, such as 
heating, freezing 
or steaming 
the bugs out of 
bedrooms. 

“We need to have 
better tools,” said 
Greg Baumann, 
a senior scientist 
at the National 
Pest Management 
Association. 

“We need EPA to 
consider all the 
options for us.” 


Butterfield (D-N.C.) says he plans to reintro- 
duce legislation next week to expand grant 
programs to help public housing authorities 
deal with infestations. 

Many of the programs cover cockroaches 
and rodents, but not bedbugs. The bill will be 
called the Don’t Let the Bedbugs Bite Act. 

“It was clear something needed to be done,” 
said Saul Hernandez, Butterfield’s legislative 
assistant. 

The EPA, out of concern for the environ- 
ment and the effects on public health, has 
pulled many of the chemicals that were most

effective in eradicating bedbugs from the U.S. 
over the last 50 years— such as DDT— off of 
shelves. Increasing international travel also 
increased the chances for the bugs to hitch- 
hike from developing countries, which never 
eradicated them completely 

“This is a worldwide resurgence,” said Dini 
Miller, an entomologist and bedbug expert 
at Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State 
University, who until 2001 saw bedbugs only 
on microscope slides dating from the 1950s. 
Now she gets calls several times a day from 
people who are often at their wits end dealing 
with the problem. 

“I can’t tell you how many people have spent 
the night in their bath tubs because they are 
so freaked out by bedbugs,” Miller said. “I get 
these people over the phone that have lost 
their marbles.”

City’s largest community fights 
image of neighborhood in despair

REDEYE 

Lavern Herron came to the Austin neighbor- 
hood bearing turkey: turkey breast, turkey 
burger, turkey ham, turkey bacon, turkey 
pastrami and turkey sausage, all ready to be 
tossed in a salad, wrapped in a wrap or grilled 
in a panini. 

As co-owner of Caramel Cafe, a cozy cof- 
fee and sandwich shop that opened at 5941 W 
Madison St. last summer, Herron wanted to 
bring a healthy alternative to an area overrun 
by fast food joints and greasy spoons. 

“Our community needed a place like this, 
a place where you can go and sit down, that’s 
different from regular fast food,” said Herron, 
32, who grew up in the West Side neighbor- 
hood and now lives in Lombard. 

Austin, the largest of Chicago’s 77 commu- 
nity areas, has for decades been dismissed as 
a depressed danger zone, a stone’s throw yet 
a world away from scenic Oak Park. Some 
community activists call it the city’s “forgot- 
ten child,” left to fend for itself — so fend for 
itself it has. 

Behind the gritty exterior of dollar stores, 
flashing street corner police cameras and 
storefront churches, some residents and 
business owners are fighting the perception 
of Austin as a blighted community 

“You have to believe in the area,” said 
Michael Pearson, 35, who moved his visual 
media company, Seven Seals Media, to an 
Austin storefront last summer, tearing the 
bars off the windows and lifting the ceilings 
to create a more inviting space. 

Said Jacqueline Reed, president and CEO 
of the West side Health Authority, Austin's 
largest community organization: “There’s a 
tremendous sense of ownership and pride 
in this neighborhood. If there’s a vacant lot, 
people say, ‘We have to fix that up. We’re no 
North Lawndale.’ ” 

Because of its size, Austin bears the brunt 
of Chicago’s social ills— the most murders, 
the most sexual assaults, the most robberies, 
the most STDs. As of last Thursday, eight of 
the 80 murders in Chicago this year have been 
in Austin, according to an analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data by RedEye. But Austin’s per 


capita crime rate, while 
high, pales in comparison 
to some of its peers. And while 
24 percent of Austin residents 
lived below the poverty line at 
the time of the 2000 U.S. 
census, the area boasts an 
impressive housing stock 
that has attracted core groups of 
longtime middle-class homeown- 
ers and affluent professionals, 

Reed said. 

Reed speaks with pride about 
the group’s Every Block a Village program, 
which designates citizen leaders on each block 
to encourage neighbors to interact and create 
programs such as a support group for grand- 
mothers raising grandchildren. The citizen 
leaders raised $60,000 several years ago selling 
catfish dinners to put toward a health clinic. 

Westside Health Authority also operates a 
prisoner re-entry program that helps parolees 
find jobs and housing. According to WHA, 
300 people return to Austin from prison each 
month. 

“WHA is buying abandoned, foreclosed 
homes and putting ex-offenders to work fix- 
ing these up,” said Roger Ehmen, director of 
the prisoner re-entry program. 

The do-it-yourself attitude was on display 
last week, when residents frustrated by what 
they felt was the city’s slow response to fixing 
potholes took up shovels, rakes and rollers to 
fill seven potholes on the 4800 block of West 
Van Buren Street, the Tribune reported. The 
South Austin Coalition Community Council, 
which organized the effort, fronted $50 for 
asphalt mix. 

Some help does come from the outside. 
Aid. Emma Mitts (37th), whose ward includes 
the northern portion of Austin, excitedly 
described the stimulus money that Austin 
would be getting for street repairs. And 
Austin is one of the 25 community areas in the 
federal Neighborhood Stabilization Program 
getting apiece of Chicago’s $55 million pie to 
help areas hard hit by foreclosure. 

Austin had 1,017 properties go into fore- 
closure last year, the most of any neighbor- 
hood in the city, according to the nonprofit

Woodstock Institute. 

Thom Viere, secretary of the Greater 
Austin Development Association, said the 
housing crisis put a major dent in the neigh- 
borhood’s upswing. New residents stopped 
trickling in, old residents lost their homes, 
and now many buildings sit vacant, subject to 
thieves who steal the copper pipes. 

“We were on a pretty positive track, and 
now it seems like everything’s on hold,” said 
Viere, who owns several buildings in the com- 
munity He said 10 to 15 percent of his rental 
applicants are moving from buildings that 
were foreclosed upon. 

To be sure, Austin faces tough challenges. 
Drug trafficking drives the area’s crime, police 
say, and Austin’s proximity to the Eisenhower 
Expressway attracts drug buyers from the 
suburbs, Wisconsin and Indiana. Battles over 
drug territory lead to gang violence. 

Residents also grapple with high unem- 


ployment and high rates of diabetes and other 
illnesses. Any change comes slowly. 

Malcolm Crawford, executive director of the 
Austin African American Business Networking 
Association, said he has for years been push- 
ing for better organized business districts that 
he hopes could potentially put Austin on the 
map. He envisions transforming Austin into 
“an African-American gateway” into Chicago, 
much like Humboldt Park’s Paseo Boricua, the 
grand steel Puerto Rican flags arching over 
Division Street, represents a gateway to the 
Puerto Rican community 

Crawford’s group completed a study three 
years ago exploring whether a three-block 
stretch of Chicago Avenue on the city’s west- 
ern edge could be developed into a “Little 
Africa” of sorts, with artwork, soul food 
joints and African restaurants. Austin, which 
is 90 percent black, doesn’t have the highest 
concentration of blacks in Chicago, but its 
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African-American population is the largest, 
“We talk about the strong footprint of cul- 
tural pride in Chicago— you have Greektown, 
Little Italy, and even Boystown,” Crawford 
said, “But you don’t have an area that repre- 
sents African-Americans,” 

The reality of violence in Austin tempers 
the optimism that the neighborhood is stag- 
ing a comeback. 

During a sightseeing tour of the neighbor- 
hood, Julia Flowers, executive assistant to 
Jacqueline Reed of the WHA, pointed out 
lovely Columbus Park, with its pond and 
golf course; the city’s first Wal-Mart; the new 
Food 4 Less supermarket; MacArthur’s soul 
food restaurant; and a gorgeous stretch of 
Midway Park, a designated historic district 
with stately homes, 

“And that,” Flowers said, pointing to an 
alley next to a currency exchange at the corner 
of Chicago Avenue and Austin Boulevard, “is 


where a 14-year-old girl got brutally raped,” 
Though some residents say the neighbor- 
hood’s dangerous reputation is overblown, 
others live afraid of the violence, 

“I go to work, take my kids to school and 
go home,” said Jean Beasley, 28, who moved to 
Austin from the South Side four years ago for 
the cheaper rent, Beasley said she is waiting 
to save enough money to move back, because, 
she said, “I don’t like the gangbangers.” 

“Nobody has anything to do with their 
time,” said Michelle Wright, 19, who moved 
to Austin a year ago to live with her grand- 
mother, “There aren’t any jobs in this area,” 
Lack of jobs, Flowers agrees, is at the root 
of Austin’s problems. But after 25 years in the 
neighborhood, she’s not going anywhere. 
“I never think of myself as liking Austin,” 
Flowers said, “It’s my community, for better 
or worse, and you’ve got to work to make it

Streetwise magazine may fold 


72-hour gambler 
rolls dice, arrested 

A Chicago woman who was 
told to temporarily leave a Gary 
casino because she had been 
gambling for three straight days 
was arrested after refusing to 
go, according to the Gary Post-

at the Majestic Star Casino told 
Alexi Robinson early Monday 
she couldn’t return until that 
afternoon, “she just stared at him,” 
according to an arrest report.

StreetWise, the weekly Chicago magazine for 
the homeless, has fallen victim to a hobbled 
economy and could be forced to close its doors 
by June if it cannot replace hemorrhaging foun- 
dation support, its managers say 

A shutdown would end 16 years of publica- 
tion and put at risk a nonprofit publication that 
employed homeless Chicagoans as writers and 
vendors. 

“We’ve been in trouble for a long time, but 
now we’re feeling like we can’t dig ourselves out 
so easily,” said StreetWise executive director 
Bruce Crane. 

Trying to stem the tide, the publication has 
switched from a weekly newspaper to a maga- 


zine, changed the makeup of its board and 
slashed staffing, services to the homeless and 
costs. The organization has sought to replace 
lost income with stepped up fundraising and 
grant-writing, and expanded its efforts to seek 
out advertisers. 

Nevertheless, the savings and new funding 
sources are not enough to cover the loss of major 
foundation support that has kept the publica- 
tion afloat in the past. 

“If we get no grants, no economic stimulus 
funds, if nothing else would happen, we’d be 45 
days from going out of business,” said StreetWise 
board vice chairman Pete Kadens. 

It costs StreetWise 35 cents to print an edition 
of the magazine, which it sells to homeless ven- 


dors for 75 cents. The vendors sell copies for $2. 
With the money StreetWise keeps, the nonprofit 
provides job placement and counseling services to 
its vendors. That service — once provided by paid 
full-time employees— has been slashed. 

There are 225 vendors selling the paper right 
now, Crane said. But circulation has fallen from 
9,000 a week to nearly 7,000. Foundation sup- 
port has dropped by about 60 percent in the 
economy 

“They’re really in trouble,” said Aid. Manny 
Flores (1st), who is trying to rally support for the 
paper. “They’re in danger of going out of busi- 
ness. I think a lot of people don’t know this. I 
think they think this is government subsidized, 
but it’s not.”

Occidental Brothers 
Dance Band International 
kicks it African old-school

Nathaniel Braddock grew up in Michigan. He is white. 

Fair to say he isn’t the first person you’d expect 
to be a whiz at classic African guitar. 

'Yet Braddock says Africans often tell him that he plays like a native— 
quite a compliment for the 36 -year-old Albany Park resident, who’s 
loved African music since he was 16 and founded local world music out- 
fit Occidental Brothers Dance Band International (OBDBI) in 2006. 

OBDBI’s traditional yet open-minded direction is also informed by 
its diverse lineup, featuring Ghanaian singer Kofi Cromwell and drum- 
mer Asamoah Rambo, African-American saxophonist Greg Ward and 
Puerto Rican bassist Joshua Ramos. On April 21 the band releases its 
joyful sophomore album, “Odo Sanbra” (“Come Back, Love”). 

Braddock— who teaches African guitar at the Old Town School of 
Folk Music— checked in to chat about the limitations of world music- 
influenced” Vampire Weekend, making people dance with live instru- 
ments, and how Ghana’s transportation system can help Chicago.

Your bio describes your fanbase as ranging from Pitchfork hipsters to 
African expatriates. Not many bands can say that. 

That’s not a crowd that you usually see coming together in a rock club. 


You haven’t seen many African expatriates at, say, a Ting Tings show? 

Not so much, but you never know ... It’s cool, 
when we started out, it was just something that 
I threw together at the suggestion of a couple of 
my students that wanted to hear this music played 
live, the old styles. Because a lot of Africans don’t 
actually play in the older styles. They play more 
contemporary stuff 


Are people surprised at how danceable your music is? 

I think these days a lot of people, when they think about dance music, 
they think it’s going to involve synthesizers and drum machines and 
the kind of electro style that’s been popular in America and Europe for 
decades. But you know, really, it all goes back to dance music that was 
made by bands, in American music. And the African music has always 
preserved that. That dance is driven by a real drummer and guitar play- 
ers and a singer who’s directly engaging with people. And Kofi does a fair 
amount of improvising and engaging directly with the {crowd}. 


You say you don’t like the lyrics of Vampire Weekend, who mention a lot 
of African elements but don’t exactly play traditional African music. Why? 

It’s kind of socially a scene that doesn’t really hold a lot of value to me, 
the kind of upper middle-class prep school kind of thing. And that’s 
fine. It’s just not my cup of tea. For some people, it’s great. And the real

The buzz: A hot live act that’s never fully 
captured its groove on record, Soulive 
softened their sound and added generic R&B 
vocalist Toussaint for 2007’s “No Place Like Soul.” The group recently celebrated 10 years 
as a band, but while keyboardist Neal Evans, his brother, drummer Alan Evans, and guitarist 
Eric Krasno have made a handful of good, fun records (including “Turn It Out” and “Doin’ 
Something”), they’re most consistently funky and party-starting in concert. 


The verdict: As soon as “Up Right” blasts out of the gate, “Up Flere” announces itself as the 
tight, furious Soulive record fans have been waiting for. Even more laid-back stuff like “The 
Swamp” has an added swagger, as if the tune leans back and takes its time because it knows 
it’s the Man, and it can. (Similarly, the horn-spiked “For Granted” may be the best background 
music to accompany your strut into a room.) Where Toussaint drove Soulive into blandness, 
soul singer Nigel Hall’s guest work on “Too Much” and “Tonight” fits right in with the band’s 
sweaty, contagious groove. The lyrically lame closer “Prototype” is way, way too earnest for 
a group with such undeniable cool, but no matter: Most of “Up Here” elevates Soulive to the 
place fans always knew they should be. matt pais, metromix 




thing is, [that’s great] if people are listen- 
ing to indie-pop records and really get into 
Vampire Weekend and then start getting 
curious about some of this stuff that they’re 
[referencing], Kanda Bongo Man, or some 
of the South African styles. I don’t mean the 
Paul Simon record [“Graceland”] that they 
take as their point of departure. 

If OBDBI were on the same bill as Vampire 
Weekend, what differences would the crowd 
detect? 

Well, the first thing is we’re not a white 
band. ... So the first thing is we look really 
different. And the other thing in African 
music is the goals of the music are different 
than the goals of Western music. It’s not 
about a three-minute pop song or some- 
thing like that. Its aesthetic is a very differ- 
ent one, and I think we’re a little bit closer 
to that traditional aesthetic where it’s a little 
bit more about a journey and a little bit less 
about a short hit. 


In “Circle Circle Circle" you sing about buses 
in Ghana that don’t have signs and drivers 
who shout about where they stop. How 
would that work in Chicago? 

Well, one nice thing is that it would mean 
that people would talk to each other more. 

It seems to work pretty well over there. 

They call those buses Tro Tros. 

Let’s do it. The CTA isn’t perfect, and we’re 
trying to get the Olympics. What better way 
to demonstrate global appreciation? 

That’s what I’m saying. They should fly over 
about i,ooo Tro Tro drivers and be done 
with it. It’s cheaper too, I can tell you, to 
ride a bus over there. 

How much? 

Oh, it can cost between 25 and 50 cents.

It might sound like Jeremy Piven is telling a 
fishy story 

The actor known for playing uber-agent Ari 
on “Entourage” blamed mercury poisoning from 
eating too much fish for his sudden exit from the 
Broadway play “Speed-the-Plow” in December. 
Now Piven is defending himself against a griev- 
ance complaint filed 
by the play’s producers 
who— like many other 
observers— are dubious of the 
I-ate-too-much-fish claim. 
Medical researchers say it’s possible 
Piven’s case— which heads to arbitration in 
June— could hold water. Mercury can indeed 
pose a serious health threat to people who eat 
too much fish and seafood. 

But before you swear off sushi, consider the 
caveats. 

Fish, on balance, is recommended by doctors 
because it is high in protein and heart-healthy 
omega-3 fatty acids. Mercury levels in fish are 
typically minute, and they vary among differ- 
ent types of fish. And unless you’re eating catch 
from polluted waters, you usually have to eat an 
awful lot of fish for quite awhile before show- 
ing signs of mercury poisoning. 

“For the vast majority of people, it’s not a 
real issue, because the vast majority of people 
don’t eat fish more than once a week,” says Dr. 
Michael Gochfeld, professor of environmental 
and occupational medicine at the Robert Wood 
Johnson Medical School. “It’s for those people 
that we call the high-end consumers that we’re 
most concerned with.” 

Piven, 43, has disputed reports that he was 
overeating sushi, but he also told The New 
\ork Times that he had been eating fish twice 
a day for 20 years. Medical experts say adults 
who eat that much seafood can indeed risk 


mercury poisoning. 

Mercury occurs naturally in the atmo- 
sphere and humans pump even more 
of it into the air through pollu-

tion. When it lands on lakes, rivers and oceans, 
mercury can be transformed by microorgan- 
isms into a more toxic form called methylmer- 
cury. That’s the danger for seafood eaters. 

Trace amounts of methylmercury can build up 
in fish and shellfish. And it can build up in the 
animals that eat those fish, including humans, 
who then can experience neurological prob- 
lems. Symptoms can include tingling sensations 
around fingertips, toes and lips, a lack of coordi- 
nation, vision problems and trouble articulating 
words. In extreme cases, mercury poisoning can 
cripple, kill and cause birth defects. 

Health officials are most concerned about 
the danger to developing brains and nervous 
systems and issue strict consumption recom- 
mendations for children, pregnant women and 
women of childbearing age. But all adults are 
advised to watch their seafood consumption. 

The Institute of Medicine of the National 
Academies recommended several years ago 
that healthy adult men who consume more 
than two servings of seafood a week eat differ- 
ent varieties of fish to lessen risks of loading 
up on a single contaminant. The rule of thumb 
is the lower on the food chain, the lower the 
mercury level. Salmon and flounder will tend 
to have lower levels than larger predators, such 
as shark and swordfish. 

It’s not clear if Piven was loading up on the 
swordfish too. His spokeswoman, Samantha 
Mast, says Piven would not say more about the 
situation. Piven has said he started to feel slug- 
gish and sleepy during rehearsals for the play 
last fall. The actor has said he eventually passed 
out at home and had to drop out from the play 
He claims to have had six times the normal 
limit of mercury 

Mast says Piven has been fish-free for 
months, which is the right move. It can take 
many months, but mercury levels in the body 
decrease over time. Piven is getting better too, 
and is filming another season of “Entourage.” 

“He still isn’t 100 percent,” Mast says, “yet 
he’s still on his way to recovery”

Eating too much sushi can 
be a health concern because 
bluefin and other sushi-grade 
tuna tend to be bigger fish. 
Bigger fish carry higher levels 
of mercury. 

It s a matter of how much 
you eat. A piece of sushi could 
have less than half an ounce of 


tuna, according to Dr. Michael 
Gochfeld. Eat a few pieces a 
week, and there is likely no 
issue. Eat 20 pieces of sushi per 
meal multiple times a week, 
there could be problems. 

While some people point 
to the sushi-loving Japanese 
as proof of the food’s safety, 


Gochfeld says that people in 
Japan consume a wide variety 
of seafood, including fish 
lower on the food chain, such 
as herring and sprat. 

“Sushi is a special treat. 

It’s eaten once a month,” he 
said. “It’s not something that 
has become a staple as it has 
become for some people in 
this country.” ap
